LONDON, May 27.—Ja- 
pan stirred up grave 
threats of retaliation in the 
Far East today against the 
decision of Great Britain 
and France to pool their 
armed strength with So- 
viet Russia in completing 
t he European security 
front. 


On the surface, neither the 
Japanese nor their moral al- 
lies, Germany and Italy, were 
disturbed by the historic 
change of British policy to- 
ward Moscow, but indirectly 
the sudden flare up of inter- 
national controversy in China 
waters indicated the tremen- 
dous implications of this 
week’s developments in Eu- 
rope’s diplomatic conflict.

Implement men report that Alberta 
farmers have bought more tractors and 
power machinery this spring than for sev- 
eral preceding seasons. One Edmonton 
dealer says his firm has sold more of this 
class of implements in the last six months 
than it sold in the last six years. 

The inference seems to be that the 
farmer is following the lead of the indus- 
trialist and buying more—and more effi- 
cient—machines as one way to cut down 
his production costs. Since the world 
will no longer pay a good price for wheat, 
cheaper production offers one chance for 
farm profits. It pays the manufacturer 
to spend more on machinery and less for 
labor, and the rule may hold good on the 
farm also. 

That appears to be the only explana- 
tion that fits the case when farmers buy 
more machinery though their incomes are 
less than they used to be. Maybe the 
farmer is going in for ‘mass production,” 
as others have done. This does not 
brighten the outlook for the farm laborer, 
nor for governments which find unskilled 
men making up a large proportion of the 
unemployed. But if it stabilizes agricul- 
ture and enables the farmer to keep go- 
ing at the lower price level, that will 
strengthen the foundation on which the 
whole western business structure rests. 


‘‘Amalgamation Never’’ 


The Senate inquiry which was hailed 
in some quarters as bound to end in the 
amalgamation of the railways, and may 
have been instigated with that object, has 
turned out to be a not a unifying, 
procedure. e the rail- 
Ways it split a political party, leaving a 
group of Conservative Senators marooned. 

The fusionist arguments were buried 
at last session under an avalanche of facts 
and figures, to the accompaniment of a 
chorus of popular approval from one coast 
When the session ended 
some of the committee members obviously 
hoped the inquiry would be allowed to die 
quietly during the recess. 

But when parliament met again the 
committee was told, quite properly, to fin- 
ish the job. It has carried on during the 
present session in a half-hearted way and 
keeping out of the limelight as much as 
possible. The majority has brought in a 
report condemning the unification idea, 
and calling for continued co-operation be- 
tween the railway systems; leaving Sena- 
tor Meighen and a die-hard minority to 
bring in a contrary report, which is more 
notable for obduracy than for reason. 

This ought to end the amalgamation 
talk. It has been demonstrated that uni- 
fied control would not make the railways 
profitable, while it would subject the sus- 
picious public to a virtual, but likely far 
from virtuous, railway monopoly. Which, 
it has been shown very decisiv the 
public would not stand for.

Good News for the West 


Next to the proceedings at Winnipeg, 
Including the drenching that Manitoba 
needed, the most important item of west- 
ern news over the holiday came from Ot- 
tawa, The Royal Society, meeting there, 
learned that research investigators have 
discovered, or developed, a drought-resist- 
ant type of fodder crop which they think 
will meet the needs of the dry areas. 

If they have found an equally good 
Successor to the bunch grass which form- 
erly clothed the plains and provided sum- 
mer and winter food for countless head of 
buffalo, the importance of this is almost 
beyond calculation. Man plowed up the 
bunch grass that he might grow wheat; 
only to find that when dry seasons came 
he could grow nothing. The even worse 
feature was that the original prairie grass 
had gone, like the buffalo. Scientists 
have for years been searching for some- 
thing to take its place, something equally 
good as stock food and equally resistant 
to summer drought and winter frost 

If, as is said, the investigators of the 
Research Council have found what they 
have been looking for, that is the best of 
news for the west. It means that dust 
storms can be stopped, and land hitherto 


useless in dry years made to support 
herds of cattle. As an item in the pro- 
gram of rehabilitation that will ve to 
be carried through, a drought-r@istant 
forage crop might be more valuawle than 
the making of artificial ponds, ybcessary

The Bill Should Pass Now 


Parliament, it is suggested in des- 
patches from Ottawa, may prorogue next 
week. It should not prorogue until the 
Central Mortgage Bank bill has been 
passed. That is the most important mea- 
sure brought in during the session, bar- 
ring the trade agreement with the United 
States. It is the most reconstructive piece 
of legislation this parliament has been in- 
vited to consider, not even excluding the 
housing scheme. Building all over 
the Dominion is hampered, and in one pro- 
vince stalled, by deadlock and confusion 
in respect to mortgage loans. Capitalists 
are afraid to lend and would-be builders 
are afraid or unable to borrow. The nor- 
mal return flow of savings into invest- 
ments is blocked, and thousands of 
tradesmen are idle in consequence. 

The bill offers a fair and workable 
scheme for a general adjustment of exist- 
ing mortgage debts, and lays down a rea- 
sonable and permanent basis for future 
lending and borrowing on mortgage se- 
curity. Parliament, if it has to sit all 
summer, should write that bill in the sta- 
tute book before it prorogues. 

As for the members who plead that 
the bill be hoisted to another session be- 
cause this session has been long and they 
want to go home—they are among those 
who have wasted weeks talking about mat- 
ters of lesser and sometimes little import. 
Having gabbled half the winter they now 
want to hold up this constructive and 
nuch-needed legislation. They should not 
be allowed to put that over.

Russia's defence budget amounts to

Mr. Fritz Kuhn, leader of the German 
American Bund, who won a sort of dis- 
tinction a while ago by scurrilous abuse 
of President Roosevelt, has been arrested 
on twelve charges of grand larceny and 
forgery involving the alleged theft of 
something more than $14,000. He ought 
to be glad now that the President isn’t a 
Fuehrer. 


At Busteed, Manitoba, ten school chil- 
dren of Swedish parentage assembled at 
their school at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing and walked five miles to see the train 
bearing the King and Queen. They did 
it, of course, because they wanted to, 
not because they had to. This is another 
side-light on the significance, and the 
strength, of democracy. Children would 
not do that of their own accord to do 
honor to a tyrant. 


Denmark is reported from Berlin to be 
willing to make a non-aggression pact 
with the Fuehrer; perhaps because, being 
next door, the Danes are afraid to arouse 
his ire by refusing. Norway, Sweden 
and Finland are reported in the same dis- 
patch to be likely to say they “see no ne- 
cessity” of a pact. Which may mean they 
think the Fuehrer is not as dangerous as 
he sounds; may imply a doubt that 
pacts would stop him if he wanted to grab 
some of their territory.

Unemployment 
Outside of the actual threat of war, unem- 
ployment remains the outstanding prot in 
the democratic countries. In the dictator coun- 


tries the use of conscription and of forced labor 
have taken up the reserves of man power. A 
recent survey shows that in the United States 
there are about 11,000,000 potential wage-earners 
unable to find work, 

It is pointed out that 
today represent almost exactly the increase in 
the working population si 1929. There are 
employed in non-agricultura] industries 33,000,- 
000 workers, In 1929, at the very peak of pros- 
perity, employment was only 35,300,000. In other 
words, a return to the “prosperity” of 1929 would 
scareely make a dent in today’s unemployment 

Today is work for almost 7,000,000 
more than there was in 1933. But the working 
population has increased much faster. .To have 
a 1929 level of prosperity, the United States 
would have to employ today not 235,300,000 
workers aa then, but perhaps 45,000,000 

This problem is common to all the world. 
Pointing to Germany and Italy and saying “No 
unemployment there,” ig no answer. Picture 
the result if the United States suddenly clapped 
2,000,000 men into the standing army, stepped 
up industry and agriculture to feed and equip 
men, thernselves suddenly drawn from 
production. Two million would be about in 
proportion to the 1,000,000 Germany has con- 
Stantiy under armos. Three out of four men thus 
enrolled would leave a vacant job behind, to 
be filled by others. Al! industry, all agricul- 
ture would fee] the stimulus.

Just when Vancouver has sanctioned ex- 
penditure of $390,000 on additional school 
accommodation, announcement is made that the 
school population is 575 less than it was a year 
ago. Other places mark the same phenomena. 
At Harrup, B.C., last week, the Women's Insti- 
tute cancelled its customary 
picnic for school children be- 
cause there weren't enough 
to justify a picnic. United 
States has a million empty seats in its elementary 
achools, a drop from 21,300,000 to 20,000,000 in 
8 years, Stuart Chase, able writer on economics 
Says that if present trends in population con- 
tinue, by 1960 there will be 10,000,000 more 
empty desks in the schools and colleges, 

Though Canada and United States show 
increases in their populations, the rising curves 
now show signs of flattening out. It starte with 
the school population; it will spread into the 
large age groups as time goes on. 

In twenty years from now—to take a prac- 
tical illustration—the army of oldsters§ in 
United States will be 8,000,000 greater than in 
1930. As these drop out there will be insuffi- 
cient born Americans to replace them. It affects 
more than old age pension calculations. It 
means that United States will be compelled to 
look to immigration to maintain its population 
figures. Men anxious to build up an American 
race with American ideals foresee difficulties. 

The fecundity of the French-Canadians will 
avert that problem for Canada by making 
Canada a more predominantly French nation, 
ultimately a French majority.
